MUST WIN WAR? 


Gen. Crowder Says Good 
, Right Arm Is Needed 
to Whip Kaiser.

(BY A STAFF COMRESPONDEST.} 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Spe- 
cial.j—Taking issue with those who 
declare that the war against Germany 
‘must be won in the economic field, Pro- 
vost Marshal General Enoch M. Crow- 
der in a statement addressed today to 
the local and selective draft boards 


Sry the nation declares German autoc- 


racy is to be extinguished from the 
earth militarily by “the blow of man’s 
right arm and not the insidious stroke 
of the shrewd trader.” He also said 
the volunteer military system in the 
United States had passed forever. 

Gen. Crowder, who has had charge 
of the draft under which the first in- 
crernent of the new national army has 
been raised, reviews the accomplish- 

ments of the selective service system, 
discusses its aimns and its future, and 
explains in detajl the new regulations 
under whiclt all registered men are to 
be classified into five groups. 
Balance in Necessities. 

Discussing the military and indus- 
trial problems from the standpoint of 
the selective servicé law, Gen. Crow- 
der says: 

“The problem is not to maintain the 
labor supply of agriculture and of 
every industry intact. It is to make 
the withdrawal of men in the most 

systematic mariner possible. I think 
we have done that, and that what is 
offered here (the classification regula- 
tions) is the basis for a nice balance 
between our two necessities. I feel 
that we can go no further. 

“There are those who say that we 
must win this war in the economic 
field, with an inference that the rais- 
ing of an army is a aide issue. I say 
to you that with any greater inroads 
into the field of recruitznent of our 
army, we shall be sending inferior men 
to the field. That, if this mation is not 
competent to make the slight adjust- 
ment necessary to compensate for this 
scientific selection, then it is not com- 
petent to enter this war. 


Must Not Be “ Satler Nation.” 

“A vast production in our farms 
and factories is necessary. It is neces- 
sary in order to support military op- 
erations on the field of battle. But 
certainly no man can urge in this day 
of trial and sacrifice that this nation 
should deliberately neglect to make 
itself effective in the field of military 
operation on the plea that our great- 
est contribution to the cause of. hu- 
manity is in attaining an economic su- 
premacy. To do so would be to rele 
gate the United States to the ro6le of 
sutler of the fighting nations. 

“We shall, of course, increase our 
production. * We shall become more 
and more effective as a nation and we 
shall supply our new armies and do 
all that can be expected of us to sup- 
ply the armies of our allies. But we 
shall not, under that guise, confine 
our participation in this conflict to 
the baking of bread and the sharpen- 
ing of the swords of other men. 

“This war will be won militarily on 
the devoted field of France. Doubt- 
less it will be won Sy the side which 
‘is able to place behind its army the 
prevailing ounce of’ provision. But 
the blow that shatters the German line 
and extinguishes autocracy from the 
face of the earth will be the blow of 
man's right arm and not the insidious 
stroke of a shrewd trader.”

Eight States Make Record. 

The eight middie western states— 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Ohio, and Missguri 
—hed a quota of $1,680 fixed when the 
recruiting campaign began April 1 and 
furnished 80,967, or 29,287 more than 
their quota. 
The eastern states of New ‘York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland, and the District of Colum- 
bia, with a quota of 42,286, raised 
70.540 troops, or 28,254 more than 
‘called for. 

For the twelve southern states the 
quota fixed was 44,044. The south fell 
short 12,070 of filling this quota.\)
